BIGGER THAN PARTY. 


“Now for the League,” says the 
New York Evening Post, declaring in 
substance, that the early entrance of 
the United States into the League of 
Nations is the most important and 
most pressing task before Mr. Hard­ 
ing and pledging him “its best ener­ 
gies, its heartiest and 
most 
cordial 
support” in the undertaking. The New 
York Tribune, which supported Hard­ 
ing in the campaign, whereas the Ev­ 
ening Post supported Cox, is of the 
same opinion. 
It points oufc that the 
republican platform calls for an in­ 
ternational organization and that if 
“the present League is so interwoven 
into international relations as to offer 
the best hope, that then he (President­ 
elect Harding) is for going into it.” 
Mr. Taft adds his voice also. “The ene­ 
mies of the League will maintain,” he 
says, “that the general verdict is one 
completely adverse to any 
League, 
but this will not be the 
reasonable 
judgment of those who have followed 
Mr. Harding's promises in his speech 
of acceptance, in his speech of August 
28, in his Des Moines speech and his 
Indianapolis speech.” 
It is not edifying to see a skirt game 
used to promote a great cause; still, 
we hope Mr. Harding is going to fol­ 
low the course 
outlined 
above and 
that he will be able to put it through. 
But Johnson and Borah are not going 
to submit placidly to being skirtned. 
Both of these men have already an­ 
nounced that the result of the election 
means the absolute repudiation of the 
League by the people 
and 
its final 
death so far as America is concerned. 
It is not going to be as easy as some 
people now seem to think to steam­ 
roller these two Bitter-Enders in the 
senate. 
It is likely that some of the 
new senators will stand with them, 
and on the democratic side they will 
have Tom Watson and Jim Reed as 
allies and possibly others. Surely the 
time has come to cease underestimat­ 
ing their capacity for mischief. 
The fact that their capacity for mis­ 
chief is very great is another reason 
why democrats who leally put the 
League cause above party should 
make up their minds without delay to 
give to the new administration all the 
help they can in any real effort it may 
make to bring about this country's en­ 
trance into the League. It is hard to 
join the republicans in this spirit, for it 
is their fault that this great consum­ 
mation was not effected long ago, and 
the formidable 
obstacles 
that now 
stand in its way are obstacles of their 
making created by them for purely 
selfish purposes and to gratify petty 
hate. 
But these facts should not in­ 
fluence our course. 
If there is still 
any hope of achieving the great end 
that Woodrow 
Wilson 
planned,* we 
must give our aid even though in or­ 
der to do so we 
shall 
have to join 
hands with the men who so shameful- 
lv crucified Wilson. 


HIGHER REGARD FOR COX. 


(From Charles P. Taft’s Paper, the Cincinnati 
Times-Star.) 
At the moment of his overwhelming 
defeat, this newspaper wants to go on 
record as saying that it has a higher 
regard for James M. Cox than it has 
had at any previous moment in his 
career. 
Not that we agree at all with the ar­ 
guments used by the governor during 
the campaign. 
He called too many 
names and he made too many special 
pleas to groups and classes of the com­ 
munity. 
He would have done well, 
too, politically and otherwise, if he 
had stopped at the beginning that in­ 
famous, 
subterranean 
campaign 
which part of his followers carried on 
so persistently. 
But we have developed an admira­ 
tion, these past ten days, for the fight­ 
ing qualities of Ohio’s governor. 
He 
\vent into one of the most discourag­ 
ing of all campaigns; the political cur­ 
rents were running so strongly against 
him that victory, from the first, was 
practically out of the question. 
And 
yet he kept his nerve and fought it 
through. 
Incidentally 
he 
developed into a 
most effective speaker. Wherever Cox 
went during the campaign he was fol­ 
lowed by a revival of democratic 
hopes—a revival which in most cases 
proved to be without foundation but 
which at least bears testimony to the 
influence of Cox's personality. 
Most of us like a fighter. 
And no 
one who followed the campaign can 
fail to recognize the fact that, so far as 
personal energy and undaunted cour­ 
age are concerned. 
Governor Cox 
made a really wonderful fight during 
the last two or three weeks before the 
election. 


A NON-PARTISAN LEAGUE SENA­ 
TOR. 


The Non-Partisan League elected 
its first United States senator on No­ 
vember 2. According to generally cur­ 
rent ideas of the Non-Partisan League, 
this gentleman should be a wild-eyed, 
long-haired, ranting radical, with dis­ 
tinctly 
Bolshevist 
ideas 
surging 
through his brain. 
Instead, he is a 
college president, a teacher of agricul­ 
tural science. 
His name is Dr. E. F. 
Ladd, and the New York Evening Post 
gives this account of what he has 
done: 
“Dr. Ladd earned his place in North 
Dakota politics not by agitation but 
by scientific work that has added tens 
of millions to state wealth. 
He and 
his associates showed 
farmers how 
the system of shipping their 
grain 
outside, instead 
of milling it near 
home and using by-products to feed 
stock, was costing enormous sums by 
reducing soil 
fertility. 
He 
showed 
the injustice by which wheat was pric­ 
ed according to flour value. 
Hence 
the movement for home elevators, 
mills and state laws upon grain-grad­ 
ing. He fought the unjust freight dif­ 
ferentials. All the while he and other 
experts were helping farmers produce 
more by improving flax strains, pro­ 
pagating better wheat, 
and 
raising 
live-stock standards.” 
If this is the Non-Partisan League’s 
idea of the sort of man to send To the 
senate, the popular conception of that 
organization as a kind of Red menace 
to American institutions will disap­ 
pear very rapidly. 
Dr. Ladd is evi­ 
dently not going to 
the 
senate 
to 
preach and promote radicalism; he is 
going there to look out for the inter­ 
e s t of the great farming population 
of the northwest. And the northwest­ 
ern farmers seem to know the type of 
man who can best represent them. It 
was not long ago that they, in common 
with most other farmers, distrusted 
agricultural teachers 
and 
regarded 
them as impractical theorists. Evi­ 
dently they have now realized their 
mistake—in 
North 
Dakota, at any 
rate.

schools in the state as against 261

The total enrollment of 
the high schools was 410,982 this 
year, an increase since 1910, when 
it was 
322,649. 
The 
number 
of 
high school graduates annually has 
increased more than fifty per cent 
since 1910. 
There were 8,699 in 
1920 and 3,034 in 1910. 
The num­ 
ber of common 
school, graduates 
has doubled, there being 28,705 in 
1920 as against 14,412 in 1910. 
“This increase in the last decade 
with no greater enrollment in the 
schools of the state irt general is 
largely due to more effective at­ 
tendance laws, whereby children 
are kept in school more years than 
formerly,” Mr. Baker said.

They have set up orphans' homes in 
France, sehool colonies in Belgium and 
Montenegro, and day schools in Al 
im ilia. 
They are sending dozens of young 
Syrians. Montenegrins, and Albanians 
to American colleges in Constantinople 
and Beirut, aud maintaining more t Im t i 
a hundred orphans of French soldiers 
at colleges and trade schools.

THE LEGION ON JAPAN. 


The attitude taken 
and 
formally 


proclaimed by the American Legion 


regarding the Japanese question 
is 


an interesting indication of American 
sentiment. 
There are some who will 
question the wisdom of expressions of 
this sort at this time from large and 
influential, though unofficial, organi­ 
zations. 
Certainly it is true that the 
resolutions adopted by the Legion at 
the annual convention may arouse re­ 
sentment in Japan and 
further 
in­ 
flame Japanese feeling against the 
United States. 
Yet it may well be 
that in the long run more good than 
harm is done by a frank manifestation 
in a variety of ways of the feeling of 
the American people regarding this, 
whole matter. 
Nothing could be more unfortunate 
than the adoption by Japan of a policy 
formed in ignorance of the sentiment 
that prevails in America. 
Such 
a 
policy would lead straight to a clash. 
The Ameriean-Japanese question is an 
exceedingly serious one. 
It is so re­ 
garded in Japan, though less attention 
is being paid to it by the public here. 
The prime essential in dealing with 
it seems to be clear recognition from 
the 
beginning of the 
depth 
and 
strength 
of 
American 
sentiment. 
There is no doubt whatever that on 
the basic proposition the overwhelm­ 
ing majority of Americans feel just 
as the Californians feel and that feel­ 
ing is too strong to be overcome. 
If 
Japan should proceed on the contrary 
assumption 
she 
might 
find 
herself 
committed to a stand in which this 
country could not acquiesce and from 
which the Japanese might find it dif­ 
ficult to recede. 
Hence it is probably not to be re­ 
gretted that American sentiment 
is 
making itself known in ways that can 
leave no room for misunderstanding 
or misconception. 
Indeed, this seems 
the more necessary because some of 
the 
prominent 
newspapers 
of 
the 
North and East, by scolding and lec­ 
turing California, may have helped to 
mislead the Japanese as to the real 
feeling of this country’s people. 


A DANIELS ACHIEVEMENT. 


Attacks on Secretary Daniels 
are 
again coming into fashion. 
They en­ 
joyed a brief but exuberant revival 
during the early part of the period 
when Admiral Sims shot up 
like 
a 
rocket across the political sky. 
But 
while the Admiral went up like 
a 
rocket, he came down like its stick, 
and when he had 
come 
down, 
his 
charges exploded and disproved, the 
attacks on Mr. Daniels came to an 
end, for the simple reason that Mr. 
Daniels had been completely victor­ 
ious in the Sims episode and was left 
in a stronger position than even be- 
bore the country. 
But the inveterate enemies of the 
Secretary having enjoyed a consider­ 
able rest period, feel their venom and 
their energy rising again, and they 
are be'ginning to train their guns in 
his direction. 
The preliminary shots 
of a new series of broadsides have al­ 
ready been fired. 
It is. interesting to observe, in re­ 
lation to this subject, the latest fig- 
ures on army recruiting. 
They show 
that all peace records for army re­ 
cruiting 
were 
broken 
during July 
when 15,821 men were accepted for 
enlistment. 
Adjutant General Har­ 
ris’s comment, giving the reason for 
this, is most interesting. 
“These fig­ 
ures point to only one thing,” he says, 
“and that is that the educational and 
occupational courses offerecfby 
the 
army 
have 
attracted 
young 
men. 
There are now 105,000 soldiers study­ 
ing in the army schools. 
W e shall 
have no trouble in soon attaining the 
number of men authorized by law for 
the army.” 
Of course, Secretary Daniels has 
nothing to do with the army. 
Nev­ 
ertheless, these army statistics have 
a certain bearing on his case, and they 
deserve attention now that he is again 
a target for abuse. 
These educational 
and occupational courses which are 
offered by the army and which are 
solving so successfully the 
difficult 
army recruiting problem are pattern­ 
ed after the educational and occupa­ 
tional schools which Mr. Daniels in­ 
troduced into the navy. 
The army 
has adopted them on a large scale be­ 
cause Mr. Daniels had made such a 
success of them in the navy. 
Still, it is idle to expect that any 
republican can ever be brought to ad­ 
mit these things.
